Applicant's amendments do not overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Although the claims are read in light of 
the specification, limitations in the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). It is impossible to clearly and definitely claim the "desirable" or "undesirable" state of a network. Applicant must use 
alternate wording to convey what they are attempting to claim, as the Examiner cannot gauge the "desirability" of a network. 

Applicant arged that Feridun failed to disclose an alarm correlation agent that receives alarms from the monitoring agents, [and] that 
determines a current state of the service based on alarms originating from the subset of the plurality of network components. Applicant 
admits Feridun taught this in pages 13-14 of the remarks: "Feridun discloses 'low-level' event correlation to determine when one or more 
events are indicative of a given condition." Applicant never claimed any "higher-level" alarm correlation, and the Examiner is unaware of 
the specification supporting a "higher-level" alarm correlation as opposed to a "low-level" alarm correlation. The Examiner is unclear 
what Applicant is arguing with regard to "high level" and "low level" alarms. The element is taught at Feridun, column 8, lines 10-14. 
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
